O SURPRISE: Our officials are believed to have known of Russia’s 
possession of the atom bomb for sometime before it was announced. 
Scientists are indicating that the source of the information was not from 
our spy system, but from monitors watching over electronic instruments 
we have placed in Iran, Turkey, Greece, Vienna and elsewhere — such 
as cruising submarines — where we could watch the atmosphere moving 
about the Russian continent.

NO WAR — A-bomb or no A-bomb: One task of Between The

Have you noticed big full-page 
ads in your papers published by the 
A. & P. grocery chain or the large 
nation-wide baking syndicates? 
Both of these trade groups are on 
the hot spot with the Government, 
having been. charged with monopo- 
listie unfair trade practices or 
cheating the public. The Dept. of 
Justice has cracked down on the 
grocery chain for their practice of 
forcing manufacturers to give 
them preferred rates over the other 
buyers with the threat of with- 
drawing A. & P. wholesale pur- 
chases, if the producers don’t com- 
ply. After filling the huge A. & P. 
orders for a few years, a manufac- 
turer often finds himself dependent 
upon the A. &- P. business. The 
Government is showing in court 
how the A. & P. used this power to 
force special concessions and to 
undermine the price position of 
their competitors. The A. & P. has 
also been charged with using the 
same tacties on shippers. It is also 
a matter of court record in pre- 
vious Government cases against 
A. & P. that the grocery chain 
quite generally undercut prices as 
they opened a new retail store until 
they had either forced their com- 
petitors out of business or had es- 
tablished themselves in a dominate 
position in the community. This 
accomplished, they returned to 
normal profit-taking price levels. 
With the profits from thousands of 
stores to back such A. & P. tacties, 
the independent merchant doesn’t 
have a chance.

While we were thus compelled by our sources of information to 
take this uncomfortable pessimistic position as the propaganda bells of 
harmony were ringing in Washington and Moscow, the developments of 
the postwar world, we humbly submit, have quite generally followed 
those wartime forecasts. 


ESSIMISM AND OPTIMISM: While we were charged with undue 
pessimism during the above days, — since the war, we have been 
consistently labeled by some as too “optimistic” and “unrealistic,” for 
our insistence that Russia would not seek war nor permit its occurrence. 
We have insisted that war was not in Russia’s plans in spite of the heat 
and friction generated by hate-inspired and war-flavored reporting. We 
admit our forecast may seem unduly optimistic, but even now — since 
the blare of headlines over Russia’s having the atom bomb, with all the 
dire consequences it is said this will bring upon the world, — we would 
like to renew our forecast that there will be no war with Russia in the 
foreseeable future, A-hbomb or no A-bomb, — with supporting evidences 
that we hold are neither unrealistic nor unwarrantably optimistic. To 
the contrary, we believe these evidences indicate a settlement soon. 

PEACE IMPERATIVE: By that we do not mean that Russia 
will accept capitalism or the western democracies will embrace commu- 
nism, but that the Soviet revolutionaries now realize their interests will 
best be served by shoring up their wartime gains. Faced by the serious 
threat of Titoism in the West and the huge and treacherous task of 
consolidating relations with China in the East, — for Moscow at least 
10 years of peace are imperative. 

ON THE SURFACE there have been many months of dangerous 
military moves and counter-moves. As it looks to the Russian mind, 
the U. S. has thrust its armed fist close to Russia’s borders — in Turkey, 
Greece and the eastern Mediterranean in general. Russia countered by 
a coup in Czechoslovakia, pressure on Berlin. We have openly established 
large military bases in Asia aimed at Russia’s eastern gateway, and the 
Soviet has countered by the vast Communist drive in China. We now 
push the Atlantic Paet which very creditably offers union and cooperation 
among western nations but which also includes a thinly veiled thrust 
at Russia’s frontier, — through the northern Norwegian waters where 
large American submarine activities have already been accidentally 
brought to light by the recent tragic accident to one of our undersea craft 
close to Russia’s important northern approaches. (Associated Press, 
Sept. 8). As every diplomat knows, the Atlantie Pact is also geared to 
provide America with military bases — especially bomber air bases as 
part of our extension of military aid to our allies. Of course official Wash- 
ington doesn’t put it that simply and openly but every official of the 
United Nations understands and so do the Russians. As a counter-meas- 
ure the Russians have just recently announced that they have a system 
of launching bases for long range rockets dotting the perimeter of their 
Balkan and Austrian, Kast German and Baltie zones. (AP, Sept. 26). 

SABOTAGED UN: By our leadership in these unilateral military 
thrusts we have efficiently sabotaged the United Nations as an instrument 
of peace — as far as this generation is concerned; this in spite of 
the palaver by our State Dept. and our UN delegates by way of denial, 
reassuranees and atonements. Officials of the UN and its associated 
organizations have been very frank about this betrayal although such 
statements are usually suppressed in our domestic news channels. (See 
Between The Lines, Oct. 3). 

When the news of Russia’s: possession of the A-bomb, (which 
came just after our last issue went to press, hence the delay of this 
report) is fitted into this picture you ean see why, in spite of all the 
hubbub and hysteria in press and radio on our side, the situation has 
changed little. The current drive seems to be to force the American peo- 
ple to believe that atomie war is now inevitable. We believe this is un- 
warranted by the evidence at hand and is in reality a cruel deception 
and betrayal of the interests of the American people. 


(SouMenist PLAN: As we have pointed out many times, all Com- 
munist literature, doctrines and action center on revolutionary in- 
filtration and the stirring of internal rebellion, — as was recently achieved 
in Czechoslovakia, — and even to the extent of civil war as in the case 
of China. But while the Communist doctrines urge violent overthrow of 
capitalistic governments from within, — they at no point preach a concept 
of spreading communism by the invasion of Russian armies. The revolution 
is to be an indigenous Communist overthrow of capitalist governments. 
The Communist plan then is for world revolution but not for 
world war. Thus their tactics have always been and will continue to 
be disruption, obstruction, harrassment. And here is a very important 
psychological point: the Communist revolutionaries, out of their very

Also, men of wealth themselves 
seem to be blind to the fact that 
such conditions open the path to 
the nationalization of wealth. In 
the Government’s case against du 
Ponts, the Government lawyers 
will contend that a free, healthy 
eapitalism cannot survive national 
emergencies unless there is a full 
democratic defusion of opportunity 
and profit. If industrial production 
becomes centered in the hands of 
a few, becoming overly centralized, 
the steps to government control 
when great public need arises be- 
come inevitable: Even with the ex- 
ample of England before it, the 
great wealth in America refuses to 
see this point or concede the issue. 
They spend millions in publicity 
to warn against centralization of 
control in government, but hasten 
the trend towards such centraliza- 
tion by their drive towards ever 
greater centralization of wealth 
and industrial control under their 
own hands. 





Minimum Wages: Sometimes 
it might appear that minimum 
wage laws are no longer necessary 
to protect living standards in our 
country. Many of us live in high- 
wage areas and do not realize that 
in large sections of the country 
wage scales are still far below the 
standards of common decency. A 
recent U. S. Court case reveals that 
over 2,000 “rural home workers” 
have been employed by two large 
southern bag companies at wages 
that range from 5 to 13 cents an 
hour. These two bag companies, 
one in Virginia and the other in 
North Carolina, have farmed out 
the stringing of tobacco bags to 
women in their homes and thus 
have been able to escape the mini- 
mum wage laws that apply in most 
areas. However, the judge in the 
court in giving his decision stated 
that “there can be no question that 
these homeworkers require the pro- 
tection of the Wage-Hour act. 
They are unskilled and unorgan- 
ized manual laborers performing a 
necessary service in the manufac- 
ture of bags and they are paid at a 
rate which brings them the ridic- 
ulously low wage of from 5 to 13 
cents an hour.” What makes his de- 
cision significant is that just a few 
weeks ago a coalition of Taft-Re- 
publicans and Byrd-Democrats in 
the House put through a wage-hour 
bill which specifically was framed 
to exempt “rural homeworkers” 
from the minimum wage safe- 
guards. Corporation sweatshop 
operators have kept pressure on 
Congress to keep the “homeworker” 
clause in the bill, but it is hoped 
that the Senate will knock out the 
exemption and clear the way for a 
national minimum wage law that 
will apply to all workers in the 
country. 





Oil Resources 


The Department of Interior of 
the U. S. Government has succeed- 
ed in its experiments to produce 
usable fuel oil out of shale in its 
“pilot” plants at Rifle, Colorado. 
This announcement, which is caus- 
ing considerable uneasiness among 
the oil monopolies, carries news that 
exceeds the wildest expectations 
of those who first introduced the 
experiment. It is found that the 
mountain shale, when put under 
the pressure of 800 degrees heat, 
readily yields a high percentage of 
usable oil. To give you an idea of 
the abundance of this promise, the 
great east Texas oil field, the last 
great “find” of natural petroleum 
in the U. S., contains only a small 
portion of the amount of oil avail- 
able in one seam of shale that is 
known to extend through a small 
part of Colorado and Wyoming. 
This 70-foot seam lies in a 500-foot 
layer and is so rich it is estimated 
to contain 300 billion barrels of 
liquid fuel! Engineers claim that 
the shale supply in the U. S. is in- 
exhaustable, as far as _ practical 
needs are concerned. What is still 
more important, the Government 
experiments have revealed that oil 
can be made from shale at a cost 
of $2 to $2.25 a barrel compared 
to the present petroleum crude 
of $2.65 per barrel. 

Independent oil operators have 
long charged that the oil monopo- 
lies have been exploiting the 
American people to the limit since 
the war, in keeping oil and gasoline 
prices high and boosting them even 
higher at every opportunity, in 
spite of the fact that oil is no long- 
er a scarce commodity, Large sup- 
plies are on hand and costs have 
been stabilized. A congressional 
investigation has been on for some 
months to determine why the oil 
corporations continue to exploit 
the public so heartlessly. This an- 
nouncement by the Government 
concerning the shale experiment 
throws an entirely new light upon 
the problem of fuel for American 
industrial and domestie life in the 
future. Only a few months ago the 
great oil corporations flooded the 
country with publicity justifying 
their manipulations in foreign 
countries, which involved Ameri- 
can military and diplomatic sup- 
port, to secure a guarantee of oil 
supplies for this country. With the 
shale oil developments a reality, all 
such claims now leave the oil cor- 
porations with their foreign devel- 
opments out on a limb. Of course 
they can still bring oil from Arabia 
to America and sell it here at a 
higher profit than oil developed in 
Texas and Oklahoma because of 
the low wage scales paid in the 
Near Fast. 

The Dept. of Interior also an-

origin, training and experience, are iron nerved. With the patience of 
chess players and the nerveless temperaments of the Slavs, they cannot 
understand the impatient, impetuous reactions of the western diplomats, 
Our representatives are easily annoyed, anxious to get things done, the 
peace settled — and get back home again. The Communist looks at every- 
thing in terms of his life’s work, of promoting the Communist world 
dream. He is set to follow through years of experiment and negotiation 
and he is thoroughly convineed he is working with history. 

They are always surprised at our impatience, exasperations; they 
expect us to be as dogged and tireless in defending the capitalistic po- 
litical order as they are in pursuing its historic overthrow. The Moscow 
leaders, for instance, were puzzled and flabbergasted when the Americans 
broke off negotiations last year over the Berlin blockade. They expected 
us to contest their moves, try to out-maneuver them, which they would 
look upon as a game to play patiently with that sort of determined per- 
sistence which is the perverted pleasure of the revolutionary. But we 
snapped off negotiations and took to the airlift and nailed ourselves down 
into a prolonged and costly crisis. Thus in a war of nerves they seem to 
outclass us. We can achieve miracles in an air-lift, in undertaking huge 
financial outlays for the military support of nations on the rim of the 
iron curtain, but the Russians hold the edge in the battle of nerves. 

ANOTHER HANDICAP we face in dealing with Russia is the 
absurd generalization foisted on the American mind by our own propa- 
gandists — that a dictatorship must expand or die. This is not borne out 
in history. Neither Franco’s Spain nor Salazaar’s Portugal have shown 
any particular interest in foreign expansion. Soviet Russia has already 
demonstrated the ability of a tyranny to expand as the opportunity af- 
fords and reverse the process for a long period of retrenchment and 
consolidation. When Stalin came to power and exiled Trotsky, he dis- 
rarded the first Communist policy of the achievement of worldwide 
socialism by actively promoting world revolution, — instead he estab- 
lished the “Stalin Plan” of achieving world socialism by making it work 
in an exemplary manner in one country first. Then as capitalism found-

tinuing their experiments in devel- 
oping power from the sun rays. 
The achievement of this new source 
of power, however, remains a dis- 
tant hope though experts insist it 
will some day be realized. But the 
shale oil developments are possible 
now and Congress will be asked for 
funds to further them along. Of 
course .the oil corporations will 
have their lobbies on hand to do 
their utmost to prevent any further 
expansion of this competitive 
source of fuel. 





Science: The adaptation of radar 
to astronomy has produced a new 
science since the war, which vastly 
extends man’s ability to pierce the 
universe and to learn more of the 
countless stars that exist without 
man’s previous knowledge. Stars 
in the procession of the heavens as 
the earth rotates record their pass- 
ing on radio wave lengths. The new 
radar astronomical instruments can 
locate the stars and give a rough 
approximate diameter. These oper- 
ations can be made in daylight as 
well as at night, for they extend 
far beyond man’s optical range. 

Scientists also have stumbled 
upon a method to fix the age of 
materials found in the earth. Ex- 
periments with nuclear energy have 
accidentally uncovered a method 
of determining with relative accur- 
acy the age of the earth’s materials 
by measuring their radio-carbon 
content. discoveries have 
been aunounced by the Institute of 
Nuclear Studies, University of 
Chicago. It will now be possible for 
scientists to establish quite definite- 
ly the age of ancient implements, 
metals and other materials found 
in pre-historie excavations, as well 
as the age of chemical compositions.

ered elsewhere, the power of this example would be communism’s most 
potent weapon. From 1926 to 1941 this was Moscow’s policy. The chaos 
of war brought on a brief opportunity for fruitful expansion climaxed 
by the tremendous Communist achievement in China. After a few brief 
but uneventful years of expansion the Russians now face Titoism in the 
West and the vast task of assimilating China into the Communist orbit, 
—- a task loaded with possibilities of failure due to the history and tra- 
ditions of China, — hence, it is obvious that a period of retrenchment 
and consolidation is again at hand. 

Another element is the failure of western capitalism to collapse 
in a post-war economic depression as the politburo had so firmly expected, 
an expectation that had become a point of important doctrinaire in party 
circles. Although many party leaders still hold to the theory of a eapital- 
istic collapse in the West they see the obvious need for consolidation of 
gains while maintaining a watchful waiting policy toward the capitalist 
West. With enormous gains chalked up it would be sheer insanity now 
for the Soviet to risk all in a new war. 

It is very likely that the long delayed nineteenth party Congress 
to be held before long will result in some such announcements as “a 
period of consolidation of world Communist gains and a new centering 
of attention on internal preparations for the defense of the motherland 
of the Soviets against the growing threat of new capitalistic wars against 
the workers’ Socialist states.” 

IRRESPECTIVE OF THE EXCITEMENT caused in the West 
by the discovery that Russia has the bomb, we believe it will soon be 
apparent that Russia wants to relieve tensions, reduce the risk of a 
disastrous war and concentrate on the consolidation of the spectacular 
gains they have been achieving without the cost of war. The Russians 
will likely push for general disarmament which we will resist until they 
accept our own views of atomic control. A revolutionary government 
is not likely to accept the principle of unlimited free inspection but they 
will try to gain a propaganda victory by pushing general disarmament 
which we will likely sidestep. For the business of armaments has gotten 
so deeply dug into the American capitalistic system, — with steel, ship 
and plane building, chemistry and textiles almost becoming industrial 
wings of our War Dept., — that it will be impossible to unwind ourselves 
very soon. There will continue to be flurries of efforts to keep the Ameri- 
ean people whipped up to support the re-arming of Europe as we also 
continue to pile up our own armaments. It will be an armed peace, but 
it will not be war. 


UR NEXT CRISIS: In the meantime, Britain, prodded by the oil, 

tin and rubber interests, will make a great effort to persuade Ameri- 
ca to take over the financial support and military protection of the Brit- 
ish, Dutch and French empire resources in the Near East and Asia. 
These foreign commercial interests are deeply entwined in our capitalism 
and such negotiations are going on now although little is reaching the 
public. The concept that is being pushed is that we cannot let the oil, tin, 
rubber and jute, ete., fall into the hands of Russia or native powers 
sympathetie to Russia. This will be a death trap for American strength 
and power. The British, Dutch and French empire-minded thinking is 
as yet unwilling to accept the facts of life in Asia. Churchill with his 
almost total blindness at this spot is still the God Buddha of American 
capitalism, — instead of the more awake progressive leadership of the 
English, French and Dutch nations who have been inclined to get out 
of Asia. If we undertake, as it appears we may, to take over the guard- 
ianship of these tottering commercial networks we will be drained, out- 
maneuvered and finally pushed out by continued rising tides of nation- 
alism whipped up by Communist influences which will use to full ad- 
vantage our own blind blundering. 

HONG KONG NEXT? Such negotiations are already focusing 
on Hong Kong. Guarded discussions have been held by American and 
British diplomats concerning Hong Kong which it is believed will soon 
be the focal point of Communist pressure against the West. Britain 
cannot afford to support the defense of this last remaining fortress of 
western commerce on Asia’s mainland, — now also the haven of thou- 
sands of rich Chinese who have made wealth dealing with the West. 
The British are urging that the U. S. underwrite the defense of Hong 
Kong and link it with our Far East defense system. The fly in this 
particular noodle bowl is that resentment against the British occupancy 
of Hong Kong is very general among all Asiatics — anti-Communists 
as well as Communists, — and will it profit America, in her future: re- 
lations with the nations of the East, to lift the stars and stripes to support 
the somewhat tattered union jack? But the veins of industry and fi- 
nanee, so thick between Washington, New York and London, run in 
a fine mesh through the Near East, British Malaya, Dutch Indonesia, 
French Indo-China — clear to Hong Kong. 


Here’s Why 


If you want to know why the 
coal miners stand by John L. Lewis, 
here is the answer, — especially 
as it is related to the much debated 
miners’ welfare and pension fund 
which is the cause of the present 
strike situation in hundreds of coal 
mines. The N. Y. Times, one of the 
few big newspapers that has been 
alert to the far-sighted implications 
of the pioneering John L. Lewis 
has done for American labor in the 
matter of welfare, medical care 
and pension provisions, recently 
ran a case report on Charlie Ham- 
mer, a 3l-year-old former coal 
miner in a small Pennsylvania 
town. Charlie has been in bed since 
1940 when hundreds of pounds of 
coal erashed against his back. He 
was paralyzed from the waist down, 
with a broken back and a severed 
spinal cord. In the old days he 
would have lain on a cot in some 
shabby miner’s cabin, forgotten hy 
the industry and forgotten by the 
world. His life, his hopes and his 
character would be broken, as well 
as his back. But under the new 
miners’ welfare fund he was taken 
to hospitals where experts worked 
on him. Thirteen months ago he 
was dispatched to the University 
Hospital in New York where he 
was given’ special treatments 
through the miners’ welfare fund. 
Not only Charlie Hammer but 
nearly 100 other union coal miners, 
who have been likewise incapaci- 
tated to earn their living, have been 
treated at this hospital by special- 
ists in rehabilitation and vocation- 
al guidance, care they receive along 
with their medical treatments. Men 
with deformed hands, broken feet, 
twisted arms and broken backs ar 
restored to usefulness and vocation 
al efficiency, whereby they may 
adapt themselves to their new con- 
dition with usefulness and some 
hope of being of service to them- 
selves, their families and humanity, 
You may not have heard much 
about such reports, for our news- 
papers seldom mention them in the 
pages crowded with the headlines 
about strike news, but every coal 
miner in America knows the story 
of Charlie Hammer and thousands 
of others who are being helped into 
days of new usefulness through the 
miners’ welfare fund. We offer this 
apologetic for John L. 
Lewis’ dictatorial methods or abuse 
of power, but as evidence that the 
coal mine leader has been able to 
use the blind indifference of the 
coal industrial owners to his own 
advantage as a labor leader, while 
bringing about inevitable progress 
in the treatment of the men who 
work underground in the most dan- 
gerous industrial occupation in the 
world. 
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
